LIGHTNING ROD PROTECTION 

The Fire Commissioner recommends 
that owing to extended dry weather it 
is important that each ground con- 
nection to the earth from the lightning 
rod system be watered. The method 
recommended is to remove the earth 
to a depth of one foot beside .éach 
ground connection and to pour a pail 
of water around the rod. If this pre- 
caution is taken once a week during 
dry weather,:

THE MYTHICAL CRAFTSMAN 


- Critics of modern living are accustomed to deplore the 
fact that so much of existence is connected with routine. Free 
and independent themselves, they find something shameful a- 
bout the fact that many workers must spend their lives in 
repeating the same tasks day after day, From this thought they 
proceed to the conclusion that something has been lost in civil- 
ization as the factory has replaced the craftsman. 

* The idea seems'plausible enough at first glance, especially 
to anyone whose work demands a fair amount’ of thought and 
originality. What is not so clearly seen is that many workers 
prefer routine jobs where the work can be performed almost 
automatically. One can enjoy one’s leisure more if one brings 
to it a mind unfatigued by the day’s toil. Readiness to enjoy 
leisure is more likely to be the good fortune of the manual 
worker who ends his seven or eight-hour day with a brain un- 
clouded by thought ‘than the lot of the executive who has had 
to spend from ten to twelve hours trying to solve a variety 
of problems. 

Even in the present machine age, there is plenty of room 
for the craftsman. An, automobile may be the product of hun- 
dreds of workers, each performing over and over again a few 

j operations, but, as every owner knows, the car demands a 

craftsman when service is needed. If the thesis of the deplorers 
of the machine age were correct, the garage mechanic should 
be a man of deep skill and understanding, doing his work more 
for the love of doing it well than for the material reward. The 
radio repair man would be skilled in electricity, mechanigs and 
cabinet-making as well as being a musician, Plumbers, car- 
penters, house-painters should all be artists in their trades, 
singing at their work, ever striving for perfection. 

It is a pretty picture, but no householder who has tried to 
get any work done in his house in recent years will think that 
it bears much resemblance to reality. 

As:a matter of fact, the wonderful craftsman of bygone 
ages is largely mythical. He owes his reputation to the fact that 
the work of a few masters, was recognized as good and wor- 
thy of preservation. Not all the furniture in England was made 

My from .the designs of Chippendale or Sheraton They had con- 
temporaries, among whom were some who produced fairly 
good work and others who produced atrocities. No. one can 
doubt that that the mediocre and poor workmen outnumber- 
ed the highly competent, just as they do today. 

Tape A tsman, as his best, can still beat the factory in the 
Fal ng of most work. .But it is probable that. the pro- 
ducts of the factory system are vastly superior to the bulk of 
products that would be supplied to’ the public if the calendar 
could be turned back to the period before the Industrial Revo. 
lution. 

Many products would not be available to either rich or 
«poor without the factory system. One can imagine the building 
of a few automobiles by hand for a few rich men; but the nov- 
elty would soon be lost, if driving was confined to city. streets, 
as it would be without paved roads and frequent service sta- 
tions. There would be no repeat orders from the rich and the 
poor could not afford to buy. 

The same thought applies to pearly every modern conve- 
ience. Economically, modern industry has to depend on mak- 

ing things for everybody. The old-fashioned craftsman is the 
a aoe of the few.—The Printed Word.

Confidence was expressed by trade 
officials, that Canada can help. the 
United Kingdom overcome her cur- 
renty trouble that led to the import 
restrictions but they would not say 
how this might be done. 

Trade officials say the reason for 
Britain’s dollar troubles is her inabil- 
ity to meet competitive prices in dol-

Cost of Living ‘ 

‘Cost of living in Canada hit an all 
time high during the month of May, 
the bureau of statistics reported. The 
cost of living index had remained 
more or less steady for several months 

Food was the sole cause of the rise 
which sent the index up a full point 
from 169.5 to 160.5 The cost of living in 
dex is based on the period 1935-39 
equals 100. 

A seasonal rise in‘meat prices was 
chiefly to, blame, the bureau said. A 
number of other food prices Ancreased 
as well, chiefly fresh vegetables and 
oranges. rk 

Five categories of goods and servic- 
es make up the index. Two showed 
decrease—home furnishings and ser- 
vices and light and fuel. Rent remain- 
ed uncharged, clothing stayed at its 
all-time high, and the miscellaneous 
category was unchanged. 

Trade 

Canadian trade with pre-war small 
dealers is increasing. 

Trade with the South American 
country of Columbia is four times 
what it was before the war, Canada’s 
trade commissioner to Columbia, H. 
W. Richardson, sajd at a press -con- 
ference. He added that there is no lim- 
it to the possibilities of expansion: 

Trade with Columbia now amounts 
to $16,000,000, split about evenly be- 
tween imports and exports. Green 
coffee makes up practically all Cana- 
dian imports from that country. 

Canada has been a rugged believer 
in free trade but now Ottawa is won 
into the field of barter trade. 

Recent barter trades, however, with 
countries having insufficient dollars 
to provide have been almost disast- 
rous. ;

With the arrival of the or- 
anges United States growers began 
undercutting the price of the Brazilian

FOOT COMFORT FOR 
THE DAIRY HERD ‘ 

Foot health and comfort is an {im< 
portant item in the care of the cow 
herd. In summer, wheh‘the cows are 
turned out to. graze, their feet should 
be in good condition to carry them 
over the pastures and back and forth 
to the barn to be milked... Biills, too, 
should possess well-trimmed feet in 
order that they may take plenty of ex- 
ercise and so increase their breeding 
ability. ; 

Every spring at least, the whole herd 


should be checked over, cows and 
young cattle alike, to see that their 
feet are in suitable condition. Those 


individuals requiring attention should 
have their feet trimmed. Usually cat- 
tle which stand on cément stalls need 
léss trimming as their feet wear off ‘on 
the concrete. However, those which 
stand on softer footing often must be 
trimmed. 

Foot trimming does not fequire 
much expensive equipment. A good 
sharp hoof knife, a rasp and a pair of 
blacksmith’s hoof-trimmers will do the 
job well, says R. Levick, Dominion 
Experimental Station, Fredericton, 
N.B. } 

In many instances, clipping the toes 
and removing the harder hoof from the 
sides of the feet will shape the foot 
correctly. With the hard hoof removed 
the softer material will wear away 
and become level in a short time, Oc- 
casionally, when the toes are grown 
out and are turned up, forcing the 
animal to stand back on his heels, ‘the 
foot must not only be shgped as be- 
fore, but also should be levelled up on 
the bottom, thus permitting the ani- 
mal to stand. correctly. 

When it is necessary to completely 
trim the feet of full-grown cows or 
mature. bulls, the animal must be 
thrdéwn to give easy access to the feet. 
This may be done by “casting” the 
cow or bull. Using a stout length of 
loosely 
around the neck of the animal, and a 
half hitch is put around the heart back

‘Miss née Mcintyre, In- 
structress in and Family Re. 
lationships at the Olas School of Agri- 
culture points out that the whole 
child goes to schooltoday. In the past, 
mental growth was »stressed—mastery 
of the three R's, butjreerutting during 
the first world war showed that too 
many of ‘our young men were physical 
ly unfit. As a result courses of physical 
training and health studies were add- 
ed to the school program. 

World war II brought further en- 
lightment. Here if “as found neces- 
sary to reject eight out of every hund- 
red applicants for military service be- 
cause of unsatisfactory mental health 
They either lacked self adjustment or 
were ill adjusted socially. Self adjust 
ment is the power to deal with one’s 
inner needs and wants: Social adjust- 
mnt is the ability to live and - work 
constructively with others. Education 
is more than the mastery of subject 
matter and skills. It is the process oi 
learning to live sucessfully. 

Many employers in business and 
industry now look first for character 
develonment and the ability to work 
well with others. Unless the position 
calls for considerable technical know- 
ledgé and skill they consider these 
qualities much more important than 
the grade of education of the employ- 
ee. Studies show that only’ 10% of 
young people losing jebs or failing to 
win promotion, do so. through lack ‘of 
skills. The great majority fail because 
of personality defects. This by no 
means implies that education is. not a 
valuable factor in life, but it does in- 
dicate that knowledge without per- 
sonality can never equip one to live as 
fully as he should. ;

STARVATION RECOMMENDED 


For couch grase eradication it is bet- 
ter to space cultivation ten days to 
two weeks apart than to proceed with 
more frequent disturbance of the, field 
says G. R. Sterling, Supervisor of Soil 
Conservation and Weed Control. Dur- 
ing the first two weeks after cultiva. 
tion, the plant depends for new growth 
on the reserves in the root. Following 
that period the leaves have developed 
sufficiently to replaéé and increase 
the reserves, The idea is to allow the 
growing plant to drain as much of the 
stored food as possible and then to 
cultivate again before the build-up 
process begins. Cultivation every ten 
days or two weeks achieves this ob- 
jective and the plant eventually dies 
from exhaustion. It is important that 
these cultivations proceed regularly 
and that no interruption occurs as a 
result of neglect during the rush of 
harvest. Periodic cultivation should be 
continued from now until freeze-up. 

One of the best implements for 
couch grass control is the one-way 
disc, but the discs must be kept sharp 
and the implement properly adjusted. 
Tillage must not be too deep but at the 
same time the tiller must cut evenly 
so that none of the plants are missed. 
Since the roots of couch, grass will not 
usually penetrate beyond the depth of 
cultivation a depth of three inches is 
sufficient. This tends to keep the 
roots near the surface and subsequent 
cultivation is made easier and cheaper. 
Don’t be tempted to cultivate to a 
greater depth because the first cultiva 
tion appears unsatisfactory, advises 
Mr. Sterling. More go6@ work has lik 
ely been done than is apparent and 
later cultivation will improve the 
rough appearance of the field,

HOW WEEDS . 
‘WINTER OVER 5 % 

It is well that a farmer should know 
the different kinds of weeds in order 

be able to combat them. When 
wth is checked in the fall of the 
par, the interesting question 
to what; becomes of the vatlben 
Weeds at that time. What provision 
is made for the survival and renewal 
Known so that suitable opportunity 
may be taken to attack and extermin- 
ate them, says Geo. A. Biliott, Seed 
Laboratory Services, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 

Weeds are commonly classified as 
annuals, biennials and perennials. An- 
nual weeds are those that gerfhinate 
in spring or early summer, grow-and 
reproduce before winter, dying nat- 
urally.or when caught by autumn 
frosts, and leaving its progeny tucked 
away within seed coats capable of 
withstanding winter's adversities, For 
the annual, therefore, it is the seed | 
that holds the strategic position, and 
‘its importance is'well attested by the 
abundance of its seeds as compared 
with other weeds. For most annuals, 
any practice which will hasten spring 
germination is all to the good. Most 
annuals are thus started before any 
crop is in the way of their destrudtion, 
Winter annuals are able to survive the 
winter as seedlings. They are soon too 
sturdy to be ensily uprooted and some. 
are in bloom by the time other vege- 
tation is starting, Winter annuals ins | 
clude such weeds as shepherd's purse, 
stinkweed, tombliig mustard, false 
flax and chess. . 

Perénnial weeds, while also ptoduc- 
ing by seed, maintain themselves from 
year to year by their strong toot sys- 
tems, which may be creeping like those 
of Canada a@nd/ perennial sow thistles 
or short and fleshy as with docks and 
dandelion. 

For weeds generally it ¢annot be 
over-emphasized that a regular, short 
rotation of crops is the best insurance 
against weeds. In addition, enough 
should be known of the life history of 
each weed to be a guide in the best 
method ‘of control. i

On. the other 
hand no one yet ‘knows: whether or not 
our reserves of natural gas are suf- 
ficient to allow export—and.if reser- 
ves prove to be insufficient the Pro- 
vincial Government now has the auth. 
ority to prevent export where it did 
not previously have such authority. 

From the practical standpoint we 
can rest assured that ho Company con 
templating the construction of a $100- 
000,000.00 pipe line will consider the 
removal of natural gas from this Pro- 
vince in the face of legislation now 
placed on the statute books unless and 
until all parties are satisfied that 
there is enough gas here to provide 
for our own needs and to supply such 
a pipe line with an almost unlimited 
supply of natural gas. If it can be 
shown that we. have an abundant sur- 
plus. reserve of gas, then ‘no one will 
object to export. Jt may well be that 
we have such a surplus, During the | 
early days of development in Turner 
Valley we can all remember deploring 
the terrific waste. It has been estimat- 
ed that the gas so wasted would have 


‘| the length of time taken for the Pro- 
vince to emerge from the transitional 
period in which we now find ourselves. 
The requirements of the loca) markets 
have now been reached and surpassed, 
but there is not as yet a sufficient ‘vol- 
ume of production, or an economical 
means of transport to guarantee more 
distant inarkets with a steady and 
ample flow. Pipes lines to transport 
our surplus of crude ofl to more dis- 
tant markets are now essential and 
must be built in order to stimulate ; 
further drilling and production. The 
Provincial Government feels that it 
can hasten the building of pipe lines 
by such companies as Imperial Oil by 
continuing to insist that. leaseholders 
develop their leases within the time 
limits allowed. As citizens of the Pro- 
vince we look forward to greater rev’ 
enues from the development of our oil 
resources, but we can all realize that 
with local markets supplied further 
devélopment must depend on moving 
our production to markets beyond the 
prairie provinces.

CARRYING CAPACITY OF RANGES 

The carrying capacity of the grass 
in south-eastern Alberta averages 4.7 
acres per cow per month with a high 
of 8 acres and a low of 3.6 acres. This 
amounts to 170 to 332 pounds of for- 
age per acre, which will yield 10-13 
pounds of beef. |. 

This tnformation is given by W. A. 
Hubbard of the Dominion Range Ex- 
perimental Station, Manyberries, Alta. 
He said that the annual. production of 
forage at Manyberries averaged a to- 
tal of 297 pounds per acre for a 13- 
year period. It ranged from.a high of 
$265 pounds per acre in 1942 to a low 


of 128 pounds per acre in 1987.

TRACTOR ACCIDENTS 
RANK HIGH ON FARM 

Tractors account for 28 per cent of 
farm machinery accidents in the Unit- 
ed States according to official figures 
and most: often it is while cranking 
the tractor that. farmers get sprained 
or broken wrists or arms, Next most 
frequently reported are accidents that 
happen. while attaching other imple- 


} ments to tractors, being struck or run 


over by tractors that tip over or rear, 
and jumping or falling off tractors. 

Combines and threshing machines 
account for about a third as many ac- 
cidents: as tractors, and corn pickers 
and corn shellers account for six per 
cent of machine accidents, Homé mach 
inery used chiefly by women accounts 
for only three per cent of all machin- 
ery accidents. 

Though these figures apply to farms 
in the United States there is no rea- 
son ‘to assume that machinery accl- 
dents are less frequent in Canada, 
More careful handling of farm and 
home machinery will prevent many 
aches and pains, or accidents of a more 
serious nature. "

The British Ministry of Food is cur- 
rently discussing butter contracts with 
Denmark and New Zealand.

Hog numbers in Denmark, accord- 
ing to the May, 1949 Census, showed 
substantial gains in all classes over a 
year ago.

rared for over 1,800. of these plots as 
s community service during the past 
aine years. , 

Purpose. These plots provide an 
excellent means for farmers, grain 
buyers, Junior Club members and 
»thers to become acquainted with 
the performance of varieties, old and: 
new, under local sdil and climatic 
ronditions. Furthermore, there have 
been many changes in the officially 
recommended varieties in recent 
years. Most of those grown on 
‘arms today were unknown 10 years 
ago. Fortunately, the changes have 
nearly all been improvements and 
these plots provide one means of 
keeping up-to-date. 

Research Pays Dividends, Crop 
production in Canada owes much to 
the plant breeder. Certainly the 
great cereal crops we produce in this 

_sountry@ have originated almost 
entirely from varieties developed 
and improved by Canadian plant 
breeders. Farmers can look to the 
future with confidence, since the 
science of plant breeding will con- 
tinue to provide the solution to 
many of our most, important crop 
production problems. 

Field Days. -A common summer 
feature of agricultural extension 
work is the “Field Day” where new 
farm. practices, new crop varieties 
and ‘the results of field experiments 
are seén by and explained to 
farmers.

This is 
estimated to cost $21,517.
